diſputes in the north made it evidently appear, what- 
ever apparent colour they were able to give it, that 
it was only invented by thoſe, who not daring di- 
realy to oppoſe the peace, endeavoured to raiſe fo 
many obſtacles to it, that the States General ſhould 
be obliged to let the time paſs, in which his Ma- 
jeſty had conſented to remain bound by his propo- 


ſals, without coming to any concluſion; and to re- 


peat it once more, nothing elſe could be demanded 


of me, except I ſhould treat at the Hague of the 
affairs of Spain, on the conditions propoſed by his 


Majeſty; that thoſe which related to .the Empire 
ought to be decided at Ratisbon; and, in ſhort, 
that they might be concluded there, ſince his Ma- 
jeſty would there adhere to the ſame conditions he 
had already offered. That thoſe who compoſed that 
diet were men of wiſdom and learning, who had 


the intereſt of the Empire at heart, and would la- 


bour ſucceſsfully to eſtabliſh its repoſe. In ſhort, that 


if the States General were reſolved neither to.conſent 
to a peace nor a truce between France and Spain, and 


to refuſe the offers made by his Majeſty for eſta- 
bliſhing the tranquillity of the Low Countries, and 
the ſafety of the barrier, unleſs I would engage to 


concert with them articles relating to things that 
were neither included in my miniſtfy, nor came 


within my knowledge, it would be a great misfor- 


tune to Chriſtendom, and the King having no- 


thing to reproach himſelf with, I hoped that God 
would always continue to blefs his arms. But if, 


on the contrary, they were ſatisfied with the offers 


of terminating, by a ſpeedy accommodation, the | 


diſputes which had ariſen between France and Spain, 


in order that peace might be reſtored to their neigh- 
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 bourhood, that the ſafety of their barrier might be 
provided for, and the tranquillity of the Empire re- 
. eſtabliſhed by a truce of twenty years, I would re- 
peat it to them, that in this caſe, I was ready im- 
medlately to ſign the treaty, and at the ſame time, 
to make ſuch repreſentations to the King my maſter, 
as they Thould: pleaſe to charge me with, 
That as to the prorogation of the delay, and 
their deſiring to know at what dax they. ought to 
keckon that the twelve days began, I might reply, 
that the governor of Luxemburg had figned the ca- 
-pitulation on the fourth of June, in virtue of which 
that place paſſed into his Majeſty's poſſeſſion; and 
"therefore they ought to reckon that that city 
belonged to the King from that day: but ſome of 
their deputies 183 objected, that the King's 
troops were not in poſſeſſion of any of the city gates 
+ till the morning of the ſixth, I had repeated to them 
What I had already declared in my anſwer of the ſe- 
venth of the ſame month, that I ſhould not inſiſt 
on theſe two days, and that I would conſent to com- 
mence the account of the twelve days from the fixth : 
they had therefore no need of any farther time, if 
they would employ what they had in a uſeful man- 
ner; but as I had already told them, that I would 
- regulate this, according as I ſaw them ſeriouſly. en- 
deavour to obtain a peace, and they were only 
- ſtopped by the form. of their government, I was 
Hbliged to tell them, that I was ſorry to find that 
they were not ſtopped by any thing of this nature; 
but by difficulties that were foreign to the preſent 
bauſineſs, and by conditions which they were willing 
to impoſe on his Majeſty's offers, that would de- 
ſttroy the poſſibility of their receiving them. That 
"therefore I had told them, that if they were as ſin- 
Lverely deſirous of a general peace as they pretended,

I informed the King that in this conference T had 
found the means to acquaint the partiſans of the 
Prince of Orange, who were preſent, that their ſe- 
cret deſign, which was no other than that of en- 
gaging me in negotiations that could not be finiſhed | 
in many months, would inevitably involve all Eu- 

rope in the war; that I had drawn from them, by ſe- 
veral queſtions, that they only deſired to know, if his 
Majeſty would reconcile the differences inthe north ; + 


cat when they informed me that they were defiraus 


of entering into a particular convention between his 
Majeſty and the States General, by which the af- 
falls in the north ſhould be regulated, they included 
in theſe affairs the intereſt of the Duke of Hol- 
ſtein, thoſe of Mecklenburg, thoſe of Jever, thoſe of 


Grictſil, thoſe of the town of Dockfter, thoſe of the 


houſe of Lunenburg, and the complaints made by the 


E ing of Sweden of his Majeſty's not allowing him to 


ſend troops into Sn In ſhort, they reſolved to 
collect whatever they could think of, to prevent the 
affair being ever terminated : that I even ſuſpected 
that they would do ſomething more, and that L 
ſhould no ſooner have yielded fo far as to tel] them, 
that his Majeſty would reconcile the differences in the 
north, than they would not only, on this account, 
put a ſudden ſtop to the concluſion: of the treaty 
| with Spain, but would emivey put an end to it, in -

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order to engage in a convention which had ſo little | 
bar of being attended with ſucceſs,  _ 
That they inſinuated, that this was not the firſt 
Aithe in which Princes had been brought to agree to 
prevent others entering into a war; that meaſures 
might even be taken between his Majeſty and the 
States General, by which they would fix on certain 
conditions capable of putting an end to all the diſ- 
putes tween theſe princes; and that, at the ſame 
time, they ſhould agree not to aſſiſt thoſe who would 
not accept of them. At length they repreſented, 
that it would be unjuſt not to abe en a peace in 
the north, ſince his Majeſty might aſſt his allies 
there, and the States General would be obliged to 
aubandon theirs. I replied, in anſwer to this article 
what i is mentioned above. 

The deputies of the States 8 not men- 
tion the affairs of the Prince of Orange. In regard 
to thoſe of Lorrain, they only engaged to make uſe 
of their good offices to his Majeſty. - 

The States General having e the States 
of Holland with my anſwers, theſe laſt put the affair 
under deliberation, and -unanimouſly reſolved, on 
the 14th at night, to preſs the Spaniards to accept 

er Majeſty's offers. 

The next day, which was the 1 15th, the States 
of Holland affembled again to read my anſwer, 

which TI had put into writing; when they confirmed 
the reſolution of the preceding day, and in conſe- 
* quence of this, the deputies. to the States General, 
who had orders from their provinces: to conform 
_ themſelves to the opinion of Holland, reſolved that 
2 dinner they would have a conference with their 
allies, to invite them to preſs the Spaniards to accept 
his Majeſty's offers; and the States of Holland re- 


ſolved, that if the une Oy refuſed them, they

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would aſſemble the next day to take a definitive con- 
3 cluſion. 


I could not bell what this conchiinn' would be 1 
only knew that the nobles had always formerly op- 


| poſed the acceptance of the King's offers; but that 


out of the eighteen towns in Holland there were 


already ſixteen who were for receiving them, in ſpite 


of the oppoſition of Spain: that Rotterdam was one 


of the two that was ſtill in the oppoſition; and that 


as this was a powerful city, and its Magiſtrates 
were devoted to the Prince of Orange, they could 


not be certain of making them change, unleſs the 


populace ſhould oblige them to it. 1 was informed 
that the other was Medenblick, a ſmall town in 


North Holland, to which very little attention was 
paid. 


The magiſtrates of Ae a all the well 
affected were pleaſed with my anſwer, and ver 


much approved my having aſſured them of his Ma- 


jeſty's diſpoſition to remedy every thing capable of 


involving the States General in the war, from its 


being neceſſary to deprive the Prince of Orange's 


creatures of the pretext they made uſe of, in order to 
intimidate weak minds, by making them believe 
that the King would make war againſt them in an 
indirect manner, by means of the King of Den- 


mark and the Elector of Cologn. They were be- 
ſides very glad that I had advanced nothing that 


; would give the Penſionary Fagel a pretence for ſay- 


ing, that it was neceſſary to go and conſult the 
towne, and thus to conſume the ſhort time that re- 
mained. | 


I did not fail to WY the al of Dots 


5 1 of what had been ſaid in this conference in re- 


lation to the King his maſter. He came on the 1 5th 


to bring me a memorial, which he reſolved to pre- 
een to the States General, in which he ſaid that

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Jever was a fief diſputed for by the Kings of France 


and Spain. I was apprehenſive leſt they ſhould con- 
clude from this, that the affair regarded Spain, and 


conſequently ought to be treated of at the Hague; 
and on this account I * bim leave out this ar- 


ticle. 1 


The King wrote to me on the 12th, that he was 
ſatisfied with what I had anſwered on the brevity of 
the delay of twelve days, and on what related to the 


differences between the King of Denmark and the 


Duke of Holſtein, in regard to which T might add, 
that this was a family affair, that ought to be adjuſted 
between theſe Princes themſelves, and in . his 

Majeſty would not pretend to interfere. That he 


was very glad to obſerve to me ſtill, that the intereſt 


of his allies ought only to enter into the treaty he 


entered into with the Empire, and that the offers 
* had made at Ratisbon of a truce of twenty years, 
ought to leave all things both on the one fide and 


the other, in the ſtate they were in on the firſt of 


Auguſt, 1681, That nothing more could be ſtipu- 
lated in favour of the faid allies, whether they de- 


ſired to be included in the treaty ſigned by me, or 


whether they inſiſted on being compriſed in that of 


the Empire; and that in both caſes, the poſſeſſion 
on the firſt of Auguſt, 1681, ought proviſionally to 
regulate all differences of every kind, except thoſe 5 


relating to Straſburg and its dependencies. 


That he had made known to me, by his diipatch 
of the ſixth of June, all that I ought to diſcover to 
the well affected. and by their means to the princi- 
pal towns in Holland, and the moſt conſiderable 


provinces, in order to undeceive them, with reſpect 
to the hopes with which the Prince of Orange would 


_ Inſpire them; that his Majeſty would not undertake -

& ſouth,” had ſome relation to what his fleet had 
juſt per formed befare Genoa ; that he was willing, 
if this 1 ſhould ftop the concluſion of the treaty, 
that I ſhould promiſe, in his name, in an article of the 
treaty, that he would not take poſſeſſion of Genoa, nor 
of any place or country which depended on it, either 
by force of arms, or by any other way whatſoever: 
but that if this city continued to give him cauſe for 
ſhewing his reſentment, he would not deprive him- 
_ ſelf of the liberty of chaſtiſing it in the manner he 
had already done by means of his veſſels. 
His Majeſty added, in this letter, that he was af- 
ſured the envoy of England had received very. poli- 
tive orders to undeceive the States General with reſ- 
pect to the opinion of his having entered into an 
agreement with the King of Great Britain not to 
attack the places in the Netherland; but that they 
might ſoon be convinced of the contrary by the ac- 
tions performed by his army. In the mean while

with the Empire; that therefore T had always main- 


tained, that every thing of this kind ought to be re- 


ferred to the diet of Ratisbon. That the States 
General had not yet raiſed any difficulties on his 
Majeſty's not allowing them to grant any aſſiſtance 
againſt his allies, and that none but the miniſters of 


- * the allies had moved this affair; but that if the States 
General ſtopped at this, I ſhould not hazard break- 


ing the treaty, by inſerting that clauſe in the man- 


ner in which the Daniſh embaſſador pretended that 


it ought to be-underſtoo7 ; for he had already told 
me, that the. King of Denmark would have great 
«cauſe for complaint, if, after having drawn man 
enemies upon his hands, his Majeſty did not inde- 
finitely oblige the States General not to give any 
aſſiſtance againſt his allies ; and that I ſhould follow 


N Majeſty s intentions, which were plainly ex- 
preſſed in the memorial of the 17th of February, 


and in his letter of the 20th of laſt April, which de- 


- clared, that the States General ſhould give no aſſiſt- 


ance in any place whatſoever, either againſt his 


5 Majeſty or againſt his allies, in favour of the Spa- 


Niards.

In the mean time all at the Hague were under an 


f inexpreſſible agitation. The States General had, on 
the 15th, preſſed the envoy of Spain to accept his 
_ Majeſty's offers, to which that miniſter had only 
anſwered by reproaches and abuſe. The others, 
except that of Hanover, made but little noiſe; how- 


ever that of Sweden ſpoke with great heat, aud faid, 


that if the States General concluded ſuch a treaty, 
he would proteſt in writing, that this was acting 
contrary to their alliances, and violating their ve- 
racity. The Prince of . s creatures had ne- 
ver before formed ſo many p 


ts and cabals to 'pre- 
vent the acceptance of his Majeſty's offers. 
The States of Holland being aſſembled on the 


1th, at eight o'clock in the morning, the diſputes 
and debates were carried on with great warmth. 
I informed his Majeſty, that I could not relate all 
the particulars ; tha 7: C 
to tell him, that there being only the voice of the 
nobles, and that of Rotterdam, contrary to the com- 
mon opinion, they had ſummoned the Penſionary 
Fagel to form a concluſion, and on his refuſal very

bitter expreſſions were uttered on both ſides; when the 


ſeventeen towns declaring, that they would conſider. 


the affair as concluded, Fagel found himſelf forced, 
on that account, to form the reſolution, after which, 
they agreed to aſſemble at three in the afternoon, 


and deſired the States General to aſſemble at the 
- fame hour, That the States of Holland, in order to 
ſhew how much they had this affair at heart, inſtead 
of ſending their reſolution, according to cuſtom, 
by the deputy they had there, went all in a body 
| (except the noch, the Penſionary Fagel, and the 
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_ deputy from the city of Rotterdam) and deſired the 
deputies of the fix other provinces to conform to 
that of Holland; when thoſe of Frieſland and Gro- 


ningen immediately complied with this requeſt, 
but the Penſionary Fagel had ſo well taken his 


meaſures, with reſpect ta the deputies of Gelder- 


land, Zealand, Utrecht and Overyſſel, who were 
all dependant on the Prince of Orange, that the day 
was ſpent in very hot debates. I he deputies of 
theſe four provinces ſteadily maintained, that they 
had orders from their ſuperiors not to conſent to the 
- _ truce, unleſs all their allies were comprehended in 
the ſame treaty, and the Prince of Orange had all 
| his demands anſwered. They were aſtoniſhed at 
E bearing that Dickfeld, deputy of Utrecht, dared to 
talk in that manner, when he had poſitive orders 


from his province to conſent to his Majeſty's pro- 


poſals; they therefore did not ſpare him, for a bur- 


gomaſter of Amſterdam told him, he went contrary 


o his orders, and ſhewed a copy of them: to which 


Dickfeld replied, that nobody knew his orders bet- 


ter than himſelf; that it was his buſineſs to declare 
them to the States General, and that he was ac- 

_ countable for them to his ſuperiors. Nevertheleſs 
the deputies of theſe four provinces could not hinder 


their ſending couriers to their ſuperiors, to give 


them an account of the — of affairs, and to de- 
mand freſh orders. The States General went 
at nine in the evening to make a final declaration 
to their allies; and at length they returned to the 
council-chamber, where the States of Holland went 
to meet them, in order to preſs them not to let that 
day paſs without coming to a concluſion: but not- 
__ withſtanding all their endeavours, they could ob- 
. tain nothing more, though they ſtaid with the States

Though the States of Holland had been till one 
in the morning with the States General, the depu- 
ties of Amſterdam did not neglect ſending me that 
night, which was the 16th or 17th, the perſon by 
whom] kept up a correſpondence with them, to 
tell me, that they found ſuch great obſtacles raiſed / 
by the Prince of Orange's creatures, that they al- 


moſt deſpaired of being able to bring the States Ge- 


neral to agree to the reſolution they had taken; that 


if this ſhould be the caſe, Es that is the tle

they, in the name of their provinces, accepted his 


5 ba" fs offers; but what filled them with the 


greateſt apprehenſions was, the Prince of Orange's 


marching with the army belonging to the States, 
which they did not doubt, was done with a defign 
to engage in ſome enterprize. They therefore 
aſked, what could be done to remedy this misfor- 
tune, if it ſhould happen: and as they alſo deſired 
to know, whether his Majeſty's army in Flanders

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I obſerved, that the King waited till the delay 
Was expired, and that he would undertake no ſiege

That, if the States General took no reſolution, 
he would certainly attack a place in the Netherlands. 
That in order to remedy this inconvenience, if 
ſuch of the deputies of the provinces as had reſolved 
to accept the King's offers, came to inform me of 
it, I would take upon myſelf the office of making 
ſuch repreſentations to the King as they might rea- 
ſionably deſire, and that his Majeſty would be al- 
ways inclined to promote the deſigns of thoſe who 
were for the peace, and who reſolved to maintain 
the liberty of the Republic.

That if, before the term expired, the troops com- 
manded by the Prince of Orange ſhould attack thoſe 
of the King, or ſhould advance with them in ſuch 
à manner as to come to blows, if the provinces MF __ 
who had accepted the peace would give me the 
means of remedying the conſequences this might 
produce, I would moſt freely make uſe of them, 
and enter into all the expedients capable of pre- 
ſerving them in the poſſeſſion of their liberty, and 
In the enjoyment of a perfect peace. | 
I explained myſelf more ſtrongly, by word of 
mouth, but in giving the aſſurances of his Majeſty's 
granting a powerful and effectual protection to thoſe 
who were deſirous of a pcace, I did not ſhew any 
eagerneſs to engage theſe three provinces to ſeparate 
themſelves from the four others, believing that this 
would rather make them draw back than proceed 
forwards, and that their affairs would either bring 
them to it, or draw them from it, according to the 
ſucceſs they were going to meet with, ſince if theſe 
"provinces carried that day in the States General all 
they wanted, nothing in the world would be able to 
make them break the union; and that if they could 
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not accompliſh it, they would be obliged to think 
of their own preſervation; and that, in this caſe, 
nothing could have a better effect than the ſtrong 
ac ſſurances I gave by word of man, added to what 
I had written. 

The ſame perſon alſo told me (not by order of 
the magiſtrates of Amſterdam, but as a thing he had 
heard them mention) that they apprehended that 


the Prince of Orange, on his being driven to extre- 


mities, would march with his whole army into the 
province of Holland, and that they would be glad 

to know whether I thought his Majeſty would 
not, in this caſe, cauſe the Prince of Orange to be 
followed by his forces. I gave them all the aſſu- 
rances, on this ſubject, they could deſire: but 
the States of Holland having the ſame day prevailed 
on the States General to form a reſolution, they 
came to let me know it in the afternoon, and the 
treaty was ſigned in the manner that will preſently 
be ſeen,

Importance of the affair, they found themſelves 
_ obliged to communicate it to their maſters ; but

them from their allies. _ | | et 
In the third conference which was held at ten 
o'clock at night, the States General declared to the 
miniſters of their allies the reſolution they had de- 
_ termined to take for terminating the differences ſub- 
fiſting between the Kings of France and Spain. The 
minions of Hanover, the circle of Franconia and 
Lorrain ſpoke againſt this refolution as they had 
always done; and declared, that their maſters 
would no longer live in friendſhip with the States 
| General. That of Sweden proteſted, that by acting 
thus, they would break the treaty of aſſociation made 
with his maſter, and did all that was poſſible, by 
menaces and remonſtrances, to make them change 
their ſentiments. The Spaniſh and Imperial mini- 
ſters were tranſported with anger beyond all imagi- 
nation, and principally the laſt, who, according to 
cuſtom, uttered a thouſand abſurdities. 3 
The States General returning from this confe- 
rence at midnight, the States of Holland went to 
them, and did not leave them till the reſolution 1 
have already mentioned was taken, and they ſepa- 
rated at two in the morning. „ 
As the States of Holland were under extreme un- 
eaſineſs at the motions made by the Prince of 
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Orange with their troops, they had already writ to 
him to make no attempt; and this Prince had- 
anſwered, that he did not deſign it, but the army of 
France being very near, he would put himſelf on 
his guard ; and that, if his Majeſty's troops did not 
ive him occaſion, he would do nothing on his fide. 


"he States of Holland were not ſatisfied with this 


captious anſwer, and therefore reſolved the fame 
day to write to him in very ſtrong terms, and ſent 


three Penſionaries of their province to order Penſi- 
onary Fagel to write in the name of the States of 


Holland: but he pretended to be ſick, and would 
not ſpeak to theſe Penſionaries; ſo that the States of 
Holland deſired the States General, in this laſt con- 

ference, to write to the Prince of Orange. They 


had great Cciſputes on this ſubject, the four pro- 


vinces being unwilling to give their conſent; but 


thoſe of Holland made uſe of ſuch ſtrong arguments, 


that at laſt the others acquieſced, and they diſpatch- 
ed on the 17th, at about midnight, a courier to the 
Prince of Orange, and wrote to inform him, that 
they would not have him march their troops, nor 
ſuffer them to commit any act of hoſtility. 


The next day, which was ſunday, t e 18th of 


June, the States General ſent to me in Ming morning,

In regard to the propoſals made by the Penſionary 
Fagel, in favour of the Prince of Orange, his Ma- 
jelly obſerved, that I knew well enough that the 
conduct this Prince had always obſerved, could not 
oblige him eaſily to ſubmit to what would contribute 
to his ſatisfaction, and that, therefore, I ſhould 
not conſent, unleſs I found that it would be an in- 
ſurmountable obſtacle to the accommodation, his 
Majeſty approving the anſwer I had propoſed to re- 
turn on the three articles relating to the intereſt of 
that Prince.

On the 20th of June I wrote to inform the King,

His Majeſty informed me, that 
he thought proper to let me know, the foundation

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himſelf maſter of Treves, he had made an offer to 


the EleQtor, to renounce the right of protection 
Which the Dukes of Luxemburg'had-exercifed over 


that city; and that he had only demanded. that he 


would forever ſecure its repoſe, by levelling the out- 


Works, Which might ſerve to defend thoſe who 


might intend to render themſelves maſters of it, in 
order to draw the war thither. That he was only 


| endeavouring to obtain the conſent of the Electlor 
and inhabitants to the demoliſhing of theſe ſuper- 


fuous' outworks, without touching either the walls 
or the gates. This anſwer did not arrive till after 
the treaty was ſigned; however, they had made 
no farther mention of the affair of Treves _ 
The deputies of Holland, Friefland, and Gronin- 
ger returned the fecond time from Utrecht, on 


the 24th. of June in the morning, with an entire 


ſatisſaction. He whom they had ſent to Overyſſel 


alſo returned, after having made them take out of 
their zefolution, the clauſe which related to the in- 


tereſts of the Prince of Orange. The reſolution 
of Gelderland arrived the ſame day; but as this

_ reſts of the Prince of Orange regulated by the ſame 
treaty, without which it refuſed its conſent, the

and alſo without the conſent of that of Zealand, 
whoſe reſolution could not arrive before Sunday the 
25th at night, or Monday morning.

Amſterdam, who ſhewed themſelves well informed 


of the ſteps taken by the embaſſador of Denmark 
and the envoy-of Brandenburg, againſt the latter of 
whom they. were ſo greatly exaſperated, as to ſend 
a complaint of him to that Elector, to deſire to 
know if his envoy had acted: by his orders. As to 
what related to the Daniſh embaſſador, they took 
no further notice of it, becauſe they were perſuaded, 


that his ſole view was to break off the treaty, and 
that this would not be difowned in Denmark. They 


aſſured me, however, that there needed nothing 
more than that to overthrow all. they had hitherto 


2 done, That the States General had never imagined, ' 


that they were to renounce all their alliances z and 
that, though they had no deſign to enter into a 
war, they would not agree to tie their hands, and 


diſhonour themſelves in that manner. That they had 
reaſons for not ſuccouring the Spaniards ; but that 


they had none for abandoning their other allies ; 
and that there was no reaſon for alleging, that they 
refuſed his Majeſty's offers, though his Majeſty's 
allies ſhould accept them, which they did not. 
They more particularly told me, that the States of 


Holland were ſeparated for fiſteen days, and there- 


fore the difficulties that ſhould ariſe would be regu-

in my reſolution not to act contrary to my orders:
